One, thrusting 
south from Majunga, on the 
west coast, has already pushed 
on more than 130 miles in three 
days, and is now only 120 miles 
from the capital. 

The latest official report says 
it has reached the great bridge 
over the Betsiboka River. Other 
reports say the river has already 
been crossed, though there is a 
possibility that the French may 
have blown it up to impede our 
progress.

BRIDGES DESTROYED 
Another British force advancing 

from Diego Suarez, in the extreme 
north of Madagascar, is also mak- 
ing steady progress towards Am- 
banja, a smaller port on the west 
coast of the island some 120 miles 
south of the naval base. 

The southward advance of the 
British forces was delayed by 
destroyed bridges, but by nightfall 
on Friday they were within 20 miles 
of their objective |

Later advices said resistance was 
being maintained yesterday.

That was a very long time ago, 
and grandfather survived the epic 
of the Crimea and lived to recount 
the story of that hell-for-leather 
ride, time and time again, until 
at last he answered the Call to 
the Final Parade. 

Young Alf's father was born in 
74, precisely 20 years after that 
historic chapter in British mili- 
tary history, and went straight 
into the cavalry when eighteen 
years of age. 


Fighting Family 


He fought in South Africa; 
was nigh on mortally wounded at 
Krugersdorp, but went on to take 
part in the relief of Mafeking. In 
1904 he came home, and young 
Alf made his bow eight years later, 
in 1912, at the time when the 
world weighed-up the chances of 
war with Germany over an 
“incident” at Aboukir, 

War came, two years later, and 
at the retreat from Mons, Alf’s 
father fired his last splendid shot. 
His horse was killed under him, 
and its rider riddled with bullets 
from a Hun machine-gun battery 
—but not before the crews of two 
Hun guns fell victims to his own 
rapid-fire....

By the time 
he was seventeen he was rated 
the smartest drummer ever to go 
on draft, and, in that year— 
which happened to be 1929—he 
argued and pleaded his way on 
board a troopship bound for a 
garrison in India. 

Five years later, with two 
stripes on each sleeve, Alf re- 
turned to England, and married 
(as he says) “all over again,” for 
the actual ceremony had taken 


place the day before he left 
Blighty. 
His return, incidentally, coin-

Jane and Queenie, and all the 
other four-legged pals he and the 


boys would at any time have 
given their lives for. 
Then, in October, 1939, they 


sailed for France. 

About a week before Dunkirk 
he found himself alone with four 
light tanks under his command 
penetrating deep inside the Ger- 
man lines. There had been heavy 
casualties, and refugees on the 
roads made Alf's task none too 
easy—refugees who pleaded pite- 
ously with the British Tommies to 
help them on their way, but who 
had to be left behind to be 
massacred by Hun dive-bombers. 

A wave of ice-cold hatred swept 
over Alf, and he pushed ahead 
with his small but tough little 
force until they could get no 
further. ‘They grouped together, 
like the old British Square, and 
put up a last fight. 


One Single Purpose 


Then one by one, the four tanks 
were knocked out; one by one his 
men were killed, until at last, 
when none were left but Alf, a 
corporal and a wounded driver, the 
German heavy tanks came wad- 
dling through a broken forest, 
spitting sudden death and destruc- 
tion from the swaying muzzies of 
their guns. 

Alf, the corporal and the driver 
shammed dead and lay by the way- 
side. For more than seven hours 
their bodies were shaken by the 
colossal rumbling weight of the 
invader’s formidable steel. 

Then, at dawn on the morning 
of May 28, 1940, a Nazi tank 
swerved deliberately at the body 
of the wounded driver....and 
blotted him into the black mud. 
A Hun officer watched from the 
conning-tower of the tank, and 
Spat at Alf's cramped body as they 
passed—and laughed outright as 
the heavy tank rumbled on its 
way. 

There was sheer cold murder, 
after that, in Alf's heart, and he 
set himself one single purpose— 
to wipe out the ever-mounting 
debt the German people had piled 
up against their country since long 
before 1914. 

Then, towards the middle of 
1941, he saw his chance to clean 
the slate a bit quicker than he had 
thought possible; he volunteered 
for Special Service—in other words,
